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Fire dept. 
requests 
‘in-between’ 
ambulance

WILMINGTON — The 
Select Board meeting Mon- 
day night, June 27, began 
with appointments for Tar- 
get to change managers 


and the Wilmington Fire | 


Chief regarding an ambu- 
lance replacement. 

The representatives on 
behalf of Target explained 
that the new manager has 
been trained in-house by 
Target for the sale of alco- 
hol. They were also asking 
to change the officer/di- 
rector. Town Manager Jeff 
Hull mentioned that Police 
Chief Joe Desmond recom- 
mended approval. The 
board voted the same. 

The applicant for their 
second appointment that 
night, for a common vict- 
ualer license for EZ Pizza, 
was not in attendance, so 
the board suggested reach- 
ing out to invite the appli- 
cant back another time. 

Wilmington Fire Chief 
Bill Cavanaugh provided 
the board with an update 
on the need for a replace- 
ment ambulance. He ex- 
plained that one of their 
two ambulances had been 
struck on the driver’s side 
on May 18 while respond- 
ing to an accident on the 
highway. The two drivers 
had suffered serious in- 
juries but were expected to 
survive. 

He reminded them how 
the fire department re- 
ceived support at Town 
Meeting to put that ambu- 
lance’s box onto a new 
chassis. This was partially 
decided in order to cut 
down the lead time for a 
new ambulance. 

However, Cavanaugh said 
that after discussions with 
Hull, they no longer wanted 
to reuse this ambulance’s 
box and would seek to pur- 
chase a brand-new ambu- 
lance. Therefore, they’d 
met with the Finance Com- 
mittee and gotten another 
$100,000 approved to do so. 

While they waited the 18- 
24 months for the new am- 
bulance, Cavanaugh said 
they had put out a request 
for an in-between vehicle. 
This included specific pa- 
rameters on mileage, year, 
and condition. With only 
one ambulance operating, 
it would deteriorate more 
quickly and there wouldn’t 
be another ambulance to 
step in when it needed re- 
pair. 

Select Board Chair Judy 
O’Connell shared appreci- 
ation for the memo that 
the fire department sent to 
the town’s residents and 
businesses saying that the 
town’s needs will still be 
covered in the meantime. 
The way that they’re han- 
dling calls now, Cavanaugh 
explained, is by relying on 
their one ambulance and 
bringing in mutual aid as 
needed. He reported there 
hadn’t been any decline in 
service, and that the sur- 
rounding communities have 
been more than happy to

Lucci’s Market has .been a 
family-owned market, known 
for its deli and Susan’s Kitchen, 
with a long-held legacy of quali- 
ty products and customer serv- 
ice.

WILMINGTON — The Select 
Board received communications 
ahead of their meeting for June 
27 regarding the MSBA process 
for the Wildwood, a public hear- 
ing, the town manager evalua- 
tion, the MBTA, Finance Com- 
mittee money transfers, the 
town manager’s priorities, and 
more. 

MSBA Executive Director John 
McCarthy wrote inviting the 
town into the feasibility study 
phase of the efforts for a new 
Wildwood School. Town Mana- 
ger Jeff Hull shared how the

town was invited, with limited 
spaces, to the recent Board of 
Directors meeting where the 
announcement was made regar- 
ding Wilmington’s eligibility to 
move forward. 

However, he said that this was- 
n’t a promise of the MSBA’s fi- 
nancial assistance, but only the 
next part of working up to finan- 
cial authorization. Next steps 
include preparing the request 
for services for an OPM and sel- 
ecting a designer. 

Select Board Member Greg 
Bendel asked Hull to send the 
memo to the Wildwood Building 
Committee. Kevin Caira also 
asked about participation in 


recent meetings with the MSBA. 
Chair Judy O’Connell assured 
the board that there would be 
more opportunity for the Wild- 
wood School Building Commit- 
tee to be involved. 

The next memos concerned a 
public hearing notice relative to 
the renaming of the board from 
the Board of Selectmen to Select 
Board. Hull mentioned that his 
response provided reasoning for 
the legislation being put for- 
ward to complete the name 
change. 

O’Connell wrote to the board 
explaining the process for the 
town manager’s_ evaluation. 
This would involve a new proce- 


dure where they would submit 
their evaluations to the chair 
and then she would compile 
them into a composite evalua- 
tion and provide that to the town 
manager. The form is due July 
8, the composite due on the 18th, 
and then they’d discuss the 
composite during their meeting 
on Aug. 8. 

However, the board couldn’t 
see the composite evaluation 
until the day of their meeting. 

She also recommended that 
the board wait to discuss Hull’s 
priorities and objectives until 
after the evaluation is complete.

Town one step closer to new or renovated Wildwood School 
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When this came up later 
on the agenda, the board 
voted to take no action 
until August. 

Hull’s memos to the board 
pertained to the MBTA rail- 
road crossing issues, the 
Shawsheen Street School 
roof, suspending the state 
gas tax, money transfers by 
the Finance Committee, 
the town hall/school admin 
building, and his existing 
priorities. 

He shared an update on 
the information passed to 
the Federal Transit Au- 
thority by the MBTA on 
the North Wilmington plat- 
form to be constructed. 
Another item discussed 
was that the MBTA Safety 
Committee would not be 
releasing the findings of 
their investigation on the 
incident on Jan. 21 in a 
public meeting due to ac- 


tive legal claims. 

There were also other 
recent incidents brought up 
including a circuitry mal- 
function. 

Caira asked whether the 
town’s legislative delega- 
tion continued to be in- 
volved. O’Connell replied 
that they’re all invited to 
these meetings but the 
MBTA doesn’t send out 
minutes. 

Hull reported that a bid 
was selected for the re- 
placement of the Shaw- 
sheen Street School roof as 
approved at Town Meet- 
ing. They’d begin working 
and hopefully finish before 
school starts in the end of 
August. Hours of operation 
would include Monday - 
Saturday, 7 a.m. - 3:30 p.m., 
with some Sundays 8 a.m. 
- 4:30 p.m.

HOW TO FILE 
AN AMENDED 
TAX RETURN 


Taxpayers may now use tax software to file an 
electronic Form 1040-X. At this time, only tax year 2019 
and 2020 Forms 1040 and 1040-SR returns can be 
amended electronically and only if the original 2019 or 
2020 tax return was also filed electronically. 

If you were not able or chose not to file your 1040-X 
electronically, complete a paper Form 1040-X. Mail the 
paper 1040-X to the IRS address listed in the 
form’s instructions PDF under Where to File. Taxpayers 
filing Form 1040-X in response to an IRS notice should 
mail it to the IRS address indicated on the notice. 

You should attach copies of any forms or schedules 


affected by the change. 


You need to file a separate Form 1040-X for each tax 
year. When mailing amended returns to the IRS, place 
each tax year in a separate envelope and enter the year 
of the original return being amended at the top of Form 


1040-X. 


You should pay additional tax owed as soon as possible 
to limit interest and penalty charges. 

You must file Form 1040-X to claim a refund within 
three years from the date you timely filed your original 
tax return or within two years from the date you pay the 


tax, whichever is later. 


You can track the status of an amended return three 
weeks after mailing, using the Where’s My Amended 


Return? tool.

new ambulance after hear- 
ing from Fire Chief Bill 
Cavanaugh and money to 
cover the cleanup of the oil 
tank breach at the Wild- 
wood School. Those costs 
were around $1,075,000 
with some buffer for addi- 
tional work. 

“The expectation is that 
we’ll pursue full recovery 
of all of the costs we’ve 
had to bear to this point 
and going forward,” Hull 
explained. 

Hull’s update on the town 
hall/school admin building 
described how they looked 
at four layout options with 
differences in the meeting 
spaces, main entrance, 
and design of the facade. 
Their next meeting was 
the following week. They’d 
also planned a public hear- 
ing at town hall for July 
with a tour before the 
meeting to show the issues 
with the current space and 
pictures of the Roman 
House. 

Hull-named, in no partic- 
ular order, his work priori- 
ties including but not limit- 
ed to the Olin cleanup 


efforts, monitoring the 
Olin site redevelopment, 
the new fire substation, us- 
ing ARPA funds, watching 
affordable housing propos- 
als, the MSBA process for 
the Wildwood School, col- 
lective bargaining, interim 
school space for the Wild- 
wood, reimbursement for 
the oil tank breach, MBTA 
railroad crossing issues, 
and the town manager’s 
act edits. . 

With the state gas tax, 
Hull wrote that there had 
been a bill floating in both 
the senate and the house, 
but there were concerns 
about whether the suspen- 
sion of the tax would have 
the desired effect. He men- 
tioned that Senator Bill 
Tarr supported the suspen- 
sion. 

In a later item, the board 
discussed Gary DePalma’s 
request to send a letter to 
the legislative delegation 
asking for their support of 
suspending the state gas 
tax. Considering what Hull 
mentioned earlier, they 
suggested instead drafting 
two letters: one thanking 


those who supported the 
recent efforts and one urg- 
ing: support to be sent by 
the town manager to the 
right parties according to 
who voted what way. 
Director of Planning and 
Conservation Valerie Ging- 
rich also had a memo 
where she responded to 
questions about the 2021 
Open Space and Recrea- 
tion Plan, which had been 
approved and made the 
town eligible for grants. 
The board voted in favor 
of executing their con- 
tracts for fiscal year 2023 
town counsel and special 
counsel. Town counsel 
would be charging $220 per 
hour and special counsel 
$370 per hour. They also 
agreed to enter the agree- 
ment with the New Eng- 
land Police Benevolent As- 
sociation Local 101 and the 
Metro North Regional 
Housing Services Office 
Intermunicipal Agreement. 
The first was with the 
dispatchers at the Public 
Safety Building, with ad- 
justments in terms of an- 
nual increase, longevity, 


holidays, and accruing 
time off. The latter agree- 
ments was for assistance 
in tracking affordable 
housing and cost the town 
$14,500. 

They took no action on a 
designee to the Economic 
Development Committee 
without any suggestions or 
volunteers. They lastly ap- 
proved requests to appoint 
election workers and early 
voting on Aug. 27 from 9 
a.m. - 5 p.m. 

In ‘announcements, Ben- 
del gave a shoutout to the 
4th of July Committee and 
said he hoped for good 
weather for the celebra- 
tion. He then led the Sa- 
lute to Service to resident 
Brian T. Casey, who serv- 
ed in the US Army and 
earned several medals 
including the Army Good 
Conduct Medal and the 
Overseas Service Ribbon. 
Bendel mentioned his vol- 
unteer work with the Lo- 
cal Heroes and being 
available for veterans in 
need.

BOSTON — The Secre- 
tary of State’s office re- 
leased the result of state 
ballot law commission 
objections between Paul 
Sarnowski and Dave Rob- 
ertson late last week, 
saying that neither objec- 
tion stands. Both candi- 
dates are allowed to re- 
main on the ballot for 
state representative of 
the 19th Middlesex dis- 
trict this September. 

Sarnowski is the Repub- 
lican candidate running 


for the seat currently held 
by Robertson (D). He also 
pulled papers to run for 
Board of Selectmen earli- 
er this year against in- 
cumbents Kevin Caira and 
Greg Bendel but dropped 
out of that race. 

During the hearings held 
in Boston beginning Tues- 
day June 14, two objec- 
tions were considered. 
First, Robertson filed an 
objection against Sarnow- 
ski pertaining to his resi- 
dency. Robertson claimed 
that Sarnowski had not 
lived in the district for as 
long as is required in or-

ding House. 

Built around 1760, the 
Spalding House is located 
at 383 Pawtucket St. in 
Lowell. 

Originally built by Moses 
Davis, and called the Da- 
vis Inn, the house provid- 
ed lodging for barge work- 
ers who traveled on the 
Merrimack River. 

During the next 30 years, 
ownership of the property 
changed once. The proper- 
ty was purchased by Revo- 
lutionary War . Captain 
John Ford, but remained 
an inn for barge workers. 

In 1790, the inn was pur- 
chased by Joel Spalding, a 
Revolutionary War soldier. 
He moved in as a widower 
with his two children, 
Jonathan and Phebe, as 
his wife had died during 
childbirth. 

Spalding eventually re- 
married and lived at the 
home until his death in 1823. 

The house was then pas- 
sed on to Joel’s son, Jona- 
than, who stayed in the 
home to raise his own fami- 
ly. 

The house remained in 
the Spalding family until it 
was sold to the Molly Var- 
num Chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revo- 
lution (DAR) by Jonathan’s 
Spalding’s daughter, Sarah 
Spalding, in 1906. 

The DAR was looking for 


- a place to display their 


growing collection of colo- 
nial artifacts, and what 
better place than a colo- 
nial era home onced owned 
by three different Revolu- 
tionary War soldiers. 

For the next 90 years, the

Wilmington and meeting 
the requirement. 

In return, Sarnowski 
objected to Robertson’s 
residency in Wilmington 
allowing him to run for 
re-election and contested 
several of the signatures 
on Robertson’s nomina- 
tion papers. Sarnowski 
wrote that the building 
listed as Robertson’s ad- 
dress didn’t have permits 
for residency. 

“{It] also didn’t look oc- 
cupied,” he continued. 

Robertson suggested 
that perhaps Sarnowski 
had looked at the wrong 


DAR began restoration of 
the home while also using 
the property to host meet- 
ings, teas, and special 
events. 

By the late 1980’s, chap- 
ter membership began to 
decline, and the remain- 
ing, but aging, members of 
the DAR began to seek out 
another organization to as- 
sume ownership of the 
house and to save this his- 
torically significant prop- 
erty from being lost to 
developers. 

After much searching for 
a proper, new owner of the 
Spalding House, the newly 
established Lowell Parks 
and Conservation Trust 
was approached to take 
over the Spalding House. 

Although initially leary 
about taking on a large res- 
toration project, the Trust 
was in agreement that this 
historical home would be 
lost forever without the 
protection of the Trust. 

The Lowell Parks and 
Conservation Trust took 
ownership of the home in 
the mid 1990’s, and have 
continued with the reno- 
vation process ever since. 

Most recently, in 2016, 
the exterior landscape has 
been completely redone 
including a blue stone 
patio, dry laid stone walls, 
granite steps, new sod and 
plants. 

Necessary ceiling, floor 
and plumbing work was 
completed in 2018, funded 
generously by the Methuen 
Festival of Trees organiza- 
tion. 

In 2019, painting of the 
entrance hall and door was 
completed. 

Besides grants and pri-

address or not realized 
that the building where 
he lives has a second floor 
with apartments. He told 
the Town Crier that he

vate funding, most of the 
properties like the Spal- 
ding House that are under 
the conservatorship of the 
Trust are maintained by 
volunteer land stewards. 

These volunteers provide 
onsite monitoring of the 
property, as well as basic 
landscaping, gardening, 
litter control, spring clean- 
ing, developing exhibits, 
archiving and giving prop- 
erty tours to the public. 

The Spalding House Mu- 
seum is open for educa- 
tional programs for groups 
by requested appointment. 

The doors of the museum 
are only open to the gener- 
al public during the Doors 
Open Lowell event held 
every May to celebrate the 
historical buildings the 
City of Lowell has to offer. 
However, the public is 
always welcome to explore 
the exterior grounds of the 
home and virtual tours are 
available online. 

Despite the fact that the 
parades have ended and 
the last firework long fiz- 
zled out, there are still 
plenty of reminders of the 
U.S. colony lifestyle and 
the patriots who bravely 
fought for the freedom of 
our country. 

Remembering our colo- 
nial past can bring better 
understanding and clarity 
when seeking a new path 
for the future.

Move would keep Stoneham in compliance with new multi-family housing regulations...

The proposed redevelopment of a land- 
mark restaurant site in Stoneham could 
prove the catalyst that catapults the com- 
munity into compliance with new multi- 
family housing regulations imposed last 
year by state legislators. 

During a Planning Board meeting ear- 
lier this summer in Stoneham Town Hall, 
local businessman John Melkonian un- 
veiled plans to convert the old China 
Moon Restaurant property off of Route 28 
into a four-story condominium building. 

Melkonian, whose family is perhaps 
best known as the owners of the Stone- 
ham Ford dealership that is situated a 
short walk away from the shuttered Chi- 
nese and Polynesian eatery, is reportedly 
eyeing the construction of a 72-unit build- 
ing containing 21 single-bedroom 
dwellings and 52 two-bedroom condos. 

The property, situated on the northern 
side of Main Street heading towards the 
Redstone Shopping Center and the Read- 
ing line, contains three-acres of land. 
Presently, the site consists of a strip-mall- 
style commercial building - which is now 
being used as Stoneham Ford’s account- 
ing office - and the old 9,000 square foot 
restaurant. 

A third-generation family business that 
was a cultural icon of sorts in Stoneham, 
China Moon became an early casualty of 
COVID-19 after its owners were unable to 
weather the financial fallout from eco- 


nomic shutdowns instituted across Mas- 
sachusetts at the start of the pandemic. 

First opened in 1953, the restaurant - 
though the subject of some interior reno- 
vations - remained largely unchanged 
throughout much of its 70-year existence. 
The landmark business has been vacant 
since Dec. of 2020. 

Presently, according to records main- 
tained by Stoneham’s assessor’s office, 
the old 9,000 square foot eatery is worth 
around a half-million dollars. However, 
the land it sits upon is currently being 
taxed at an approximate $1.4 million val- 
uation. 

Stoneham attorney Charles Houghton, 
representing the Melkonian family, told 
the planners during a preliminary June 
discussion about the project that the par- 
cel is large enough to accommodate both 
the housing and the adjacent commercial 
building. 

To ensure there is enough parking for 
condo owners, the developer plans to cre- 
ate at least 126 parking spaces, with a 
number of those spots being contained 
within the ground-floor of the new com- 
plex. 

“The parcel on the right has been ap- 
proved as commercial...For what’s left, 
we’re proposing to do 72 residential con- 
dominiums. It’s within the highway busi- 
ness district, so we’d need a zoning 
change to allow for housing,” the Main

"It is a truth universally 
acknowledged," goes one of 
the more famous opening 
lines in English literature, 
"that a single man in pos- 
session of a good fortune, 
must be in want of a wife." 

That's Jane Austen, be- 
ginning her 1813 "Pride and 
Prejudice." Austen herself 
has nothing to do with "Mr. 
Malcolm's List," the clever, 
entertaining and delectably 
pretty new film starring 
Freida Pinto — but also 
everything. It's our collec- 
tive thirst for such Regency- 
era "comedies of manners," 
examining the intense 
matchmaking activity of a 
certain level of British soci- 
ety, that has given rise to 
this, to TV's "Bridgerton," to 
the 2020 "Emma" adapta-

tion with Anya Taylor-Joy, 
and other films too numer- 
ous to name. 

Of course, you might ask, 
at a time of such turbulence 
in the world, what do 19th 
century upper-class roman- 
tic machinations have to do 
with, well, anything? To 
which we say: Whatever! 
Bring it on. Distract us with 
your lovely frocks flowing 
straight from the bosom, 
your exquisite bonnets with 
feathers, your real-estate 
porn in the countryside and 
your smart dinner-table 
repartee. We could do a lot 
worse. 

There's one key element 
in which "Mr. Malcolm's 
List, " a story of love, friend- 
ship and revenge served on 
a porcelain plate, diverges 
from previous Regency-era 
comedies (but aligns with 
"Bridgerton"): its diverse

casting. Director Emma 
Holly Jones, working from a 
script (and novel) by 
Suzanne Allain, has said she 
was inspired by Broadway's 
"Hamilton," in which Amer- 
ican history's famous char- 
acters are portrayed by a 
non-white cast. 

Here, the cast is led by 
British-Nigerian actor Sopé 
Dirist as the titular Mr. 
Malcolm, Zawe Ashton as 
the scheming Julia, and 
Pinto as the noble Selina, 
who serves as a reluctant 
pawn in this triangular tale.

Launchpad for ’MBTA Communities’ 
compliance 

With a zoning change needed to facilitate 
the China Moon redevelopment, Erin Wort- 
man, Stoneham’s director of planning and 
economic development, believes the condo 
complex presents a unique opportunity for 
the town to comply with the state’s new 
‘MBTA Communities’ housing initiative. 

Also sometimes referred to as 40A, 3A - 
in reference to the section of Mass General 
Law that was amended under a zoning re- 
form act passed in 2021 - the MBTA Commu- 
nities program will ultimately require 174 
communities across the state to create new 
multi-family housing districts where apart- 
ment and condo complexes are allowed as a 
matter-of-right. 

Wortman has suggested that rather ask- 
ing citizens to pass a China Moon specific 
zoning change at special Town Meeting in 
October, the Planning Board instead over- 
haul Stoneham’s so-called “highway busi- 
ness district” zoning regs to allow 
multi-family housing by-right. 

“As we were thinking about 40A, 3A, this 
is the perfect situation where we can meet 
our requirement by allowing added uses 
that are already consistent with the current 
landscape [along Main Street] today,” said 
Wortman, who pointed out that Route 28 is 
already home to hundreds of apartments 
and condominiums. 

“ think we’re all agreeing that [housing] 
is appropriate in the highway business dis- 
trict, so in a lot of ways, the discussion of 
[allowing housing as by-right] use really 
isn’t a question. The question is really 
around how [those developments would] 
look,” added the planning director. 

Per draft regulations introduced this 
spring by the state’s Executive Office for 
Housing and Economic Development 
(EOHED), towns like Stoneham that re- 
ceive direct MBTA services are being asked 
to modify local zoning to encourage the con-

struction of thousands of new housing units. 

In Stoneham, which is defined as an 
MBTA bus community, the town is being ask 
to rezone at least 50 acres of land to allow 
for as many as 2,032 new multi-family hous- 
ing units. 

Though municipal leaders in abutting 
communities like Woburn and Reading have 
objected to the new by-right housing man- 
dates, Stoneham is already well-positioned 
to come into compliance with the state man- 
date. In particular, citizens at a Town Meet- 
ing in May voted to rezone roughly 30-acres 
of land along the southern edge of town on 
Fallon Road for by-right housing. 

With that previous vote in mind, Wort- 
man pointed out that should the town’s en- 
tire highway business district also be 
rewritten to allow by-right multi-family 


housing, Stoneham will without question _ 


come into compliance with the new state 
mandate. 

Generally, Stoneham’s Planning Board 
has launched few objections to the China 
Moon redevelopment as proposed. And with 
the town’s highway business district satu- 
rated with housing, the elected officials sim- 
ilarly agree the underlying zoning regs 
should be reformed to allow housing. 

However, town officials like Planning 
Board veteran Kevin Dolan are worried that 
allowing by-right housing within the entire 
district could result in a substantial erosion 


of the community’s commercial tax base. - 


To be sure the town doesn’t inadvertently 
create such an environment, Dolan is in 
favor of leaving some parts of the highway 
business district intact. 

“The problem could be that we’d lose our 
commercial tax base if all of these landown- 
ers end up saying, ‘Let’s just go with high- 
rises’” Dolan said. 

“Let’s face it, Route 28 now is bad with 
traffic. By including these 72 units and a 
few other [new housing developments], I 
think it will get significantly worse,” the 
planner later remarked. “I'd like to give at 
least some thought to just taking a piece of 
the highway business district and rezoning 
that [for housing].”

Fire chief asks for ‘in-between’ ambulance 
while they wait on brand new one

step in. 

Kevin Caira asked what 
they will do with the in- 
between vehicle. Cava- 
naugh answered that they 
don’t need three ambu- 
lances. He’d recommend 
trading it in for the new 
ambulance, but he would 
also seek the opinions of 
the DPW and the town ma- 
nager, 

Caira then asked about 
how the Route 62 culvert 
construction will be man- 
aged while Route 62 is cut 
off on Middlesex Avenue 
ahead of the North Wil- 
mington MBTA stop. Ca- 
vanaugh said that they’d 
be putting up a pump on 
the north side of town and 
keep an engine and three 
EMTs at the ready. In the 
event of an issue, a truck 
would be used to bring 
firefighters for initial aid 
who can handle the as- 
sessment, intervention, 
and reporting, although

they wouldn’t be able to 
provide transport. 

Their plan would also 
involve bringing in neigh- 
boring communities for 
help on that side out of 
town earlier than usual. 
As for the station location, 
it was still being finalized 
at that time. 

Hull added that the in- 
terim costs for the in- 
between vehicle would be 
covered using the pro- 
ceeds of insurance. 

Later, in public com- 
ments, resident Kevin 
MacDonald questioned the 
price of the new ambu- 
lance as budgeted at Town 
Meeting. He also doubted 
whether the board is truly 
looking out for the best 
financial interest of the 
town. 

O’Connell replied sug- 
gesting that the procure- 
ment process for munici- 
palities is different from 
going online, in terms of 
what’s required for a le- 
gally insurable ambulance

vehicle with lighting, stri- 
ping, and other considera- 
tions. Hull also mentioned 
that the vehicle has to be 
approved by the state 
OEMS. 

MacDonald then asked if 
the current ambulance was 
totaled, which they said it 
was, although they didn’t 
know the insurance limits 
on it. O’Connell assured 
MacDonald that the town’s 
intent would be to seek the 
maximum relief. 

MacDonald also men- 
tioned two other issues 
which he had brought up 
previously: whether the 
board would seek justice 
for the Wilmington vic- 
tims of cancer due to the’ 
Olin contamination, and 
the land taken by eminent 
domain near the ceme- 
tery. 

He asked if O’Connell 
consulted with anyone on 
his first suggestion. She 
replied that she had been 
in talks with the town ma- 
nager, assistant town ma- 


nager, and legal counsel 
regarding his request, and 
that it was an ongoing 
process. MacDonald claim- 
ed that it may be difficult 
to work on the cleanup at 
the same time as seeking 
justice, because the evi- 
dence may be removed. 

Regarding the land ta- 
ken by eminent domain, 
he asked whether the 
board directed the town 
manager to tell the resi- 
dents occupying the prop- 
erty to move out, and 
whether the town manag- 
er really did that. 

“This is an acting legal 
matter. We’re well aware 
of the things you’re talk- 
ing about,” Hull said in 
response. “You’ve done a 
fine job of mischaracteriz- 
ing what the circum- 
stances are.” 

O’Connell also stated 
that MacDonald’s portray- 
al of the situation was 
inaccurate, but declined to 
say more.
